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CIVIL SERVICE. 


The President Approves of 
the Revised Rules. 


SOME 
IMPORTANT CHANGES. 


Politics Not to Interfere W ith the 
Appointment of a Deserv­ 
ing Candidate.

Washington, 
February 
3.—The 
President has approved and promul­ 
gated a revision of the civil service 
rules which makes several importaut 
changes in the system of appoint­ 
ments upon the test of fitness applied 
in the departments at Washington 
and in the classified customs offices 
and postoffices. The commission has 
also revised the civil service regula­ 
tions to conform to the new rules. 
These revisions have been under con­ 
sideration by the commission during 
a great part of the year and have 
received careful consideration by Pres­ 
ident Cleveland. 
The new rules are divided into four 
parts—general, departmental, customs 
and postal rules. By the general rules 
it is made an offense punishable by 
dismissal in anv of the offices of the 
executive or civil service to interfere 
in elections, to dismiss or cause to be 
dismissed any person in said service 
for refusing to be coerced in his politi­ 
cal action or to contribute money for, 
or to vender political service. 
It es­ 
pecially provides for the dismissal of 
any officer or employe violating sec­ 
tions 11, 12, 13 and 14, prohibiting the 
solicitation or enforcement of any 
political assessment or contribution. 
It also provides that no question in 
any examination be so framed as to 
elicit the political or religious opinions 
of competitors for the place, and for 
the dismis-al of any appointing or 
nominating officer inquiring into the 
politics or religion of any person passing 
the examination or discriminating in 
favor of or against such person. 


BY T H E GENERAL R I L E S 
Several 
non-competitive 
examina­ 
tions are provided for, and a com­ 
pulsory examination for promotion 
directed. The President amended the 
clause directing compulsory examina­ 
tions so as to exempt persons honor­ 
ably discharged from the military 
and naval services, and widows and 
orphans of these. The authorities 
given the appointing or nomination 
of officers to whom the Commissioners 
may send names eligible for a certain 
place, are to declare in writing the 
specific objections to any or all smh 
persons performing the duties of the 
vacant place. It also provides for a 
certification for the apj>ointrnent in 
* preference to others of sol li-rsand 
sailors honorably discharged because 
of sickness or wounds, and of widows 
or orphans of deceased soldiers or 
sailors, and in the reduction of force 
in any classified branch these are to 
be retained in preference to others. 


TH E DEPARTMENTAL RULES 
Are eleven in nutnlier, and au horize 
the classification of the various com­ 
missions and independent bureaus and 
departments at Washington, and pre­ 
scribe the examination for admission 
to this branch of the service. The 
following officers may be appointed 
without examination: One piivate 
secretary or one confidential clerk of 
each classified department, and one 
each assistant secretary thereof, also 
each head of a bureau appointed 
by 
the President direct, custodi­ 
ans of money, for whose fidelity 
another 
officer 
is 
under 
offi­ 
cial bond, disbursing officers who give 
bond, persons employed exclusively 
in the secret service of the govern­ 
ment, chief clerks and chiefs of divi­ 
sions. The maximum age limitation 
is 45 years and the minimum limita­ 
tion is rai-ed from 18 to 20 years. 
Soldiers and sailors who have a claim 
of preference in civil appointment* 
are let in at 65 per cent, but in all 
other eases the minimum grade of 
eligibility íh raised from 65 to 70 per 
cent. The number of names to be 
certified an appointing officer from 
which to select for an appointment 
has been reduced from 4 to 3. 


• 
TH E CUSTOMS RULES, 
Eight in number, provide that in ad­ 
dition to competitive and non-com­ 
petitive examinations the following 
officers may be appointed without ex­ 
amination : Deputy collectors who do 
not also act as inspectors, examiners 
o* clerks, cashiers and auditors or col­ 
lectors, chief acting disbursing officer, 
deputy mail officer, deputy secretary, 
one private secretary or one confiden­ 
tial clerk for each nominating officer. 
The maximum age limit in most 
cases is abrogated and the minimum 
limit raised. Only three names are 
to be certified to the appointing officer. 


THE POSTAL RULES. 
Eight in number, in addition to spec­ 
ial and non-competitive examina 
tions, provide for ihe examinations of 
clerks, carriers and messengers. The 
examination of the latter is to be used 
also for 
the 
positions 
of piler, 
stamper, 
junior 
clerk and oilier 
places, the duties of which are chiefly 
manual. Only three names are to be 
certified to as tbe postmaster and the 
following officers may be appointed 
without 
examination: 
Assis­ 
tant 
postmaster, 
private 
sec­ 
retary or confidential clerk, post­ 
master, cashier and assistant cashier, 
soperintendent8, designated as such 
by the 
postoffice department, and 
custodians of money, stamps, stamped 
envelopes or postal cards designated 
as such by the poetoffice department, 
for whose fidelity the postmaster is 
under official bond. The rules and 
regulations to go into effect on March 
1st, 1888, were prepared t>y commis- 
1 sioner Oberty. 


edgerton’s comments. 
In commenting on the revised rule 
Commissioner Edgerton called atten- 
tio i to the absence of a rule which it 
was rumored had been submitted to 
the President for approval, requiring 
the appointing officers, whenever a 
dismissal from the executive service 
is made, to file in the Department or 
office from which the dismissal is 
made a written statement of the cause 
of such dismissal. Edgerton said that 
it is true tliat such a rule haB been 
submitted, but it failed to receive his 
approval. “ From first to last,” said 
Edgerton, “ I have been steadily and 
earnestly opposed to any such role in 


the majority report, and later, in the 
report in the case of Collector Seeber- 
ger, of Chicago, I have recorded my 
protest against its adoption, and the 
President, in the exercise of his su- 
jieiior authority, has sustained me.”

House Committee on Pacific Railroads 
entered upon the formal consideration 
of the various bills upon its calendar 
to-day, and that proposed by the ma­ 
jority of the Pacific Railroad Com­ 
mission was read over carefully and a 
few verbal changes made. 
The committee thin morning con­ 
cluded to listen to any limited state­ 
ments which representatives of the 
Central amPUnion Pacific Companies 
might care to present. Accordingly the 
c erk has been instructed to notify the 
per.-ons concerned that the committee 
will, next week, give them an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard. 
The House Committee was induced 
to grant the hearings upon a written 
request by Huntington and others at.d 
the hearings will probably occupy 
two days, Huntiugton appearing for 
the Central Pacific Company on Fri­ 
day and Charles Francis Adams for 
the Union Pacific Company on Satur­ 
day.

The tract in dispute is 
now in possession of the New Alma­ 
dén Quicksilver Mining Company. A 
minority report will be presented. 


PROTECTION FOR SEAMEN. 
Among the bills reported from com­ 
mittees was one amending section 3, 
of the Revised Statutes, prescribing 
the death penalty for wilful casting 
away of a vessel on the high seas 
with the intent of defrauding the 
underwriters. The bill provides that 
if the casting away causes no loss of 
life or personal injury, the person con­ 
victed may be sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for life or for any number of 
years not less than three, or to a fine 
not exceeding $10,000. 


TH E NICARAGUA CANAL. 
Judge Charles P. Daley and Hiram 
Hitchcock, of New York, ex-Senator 
McDonald, Admiral Ammon, Com­ 
mander Taylor and Civil Engineer 
Menogal,of the navy, appeared before 
the House Committee pf Commerce 
in advocacy of Representative Nor­ 
wood’s bill to incorporate the Mari­ 
time Canal Company of Nicaragua. 
Judge Daly made the principal ar­ 
gument devoting his attention mainly 
to 
the 
constitutional 
question 
involved. 
Anderson, of Kansas, asked if the 
company would object to the inser­ 
tion of an amendment to the hill, 
punishing it by forfeiture of charter 
for any combination with the Pacific 
railroads to ruine tolls. 
Judge Daly did not feel authorized 
to give a positive 
answer as he 
had not consulted upon the subject 
with other members of the associa­ 
tion. 
Hitchcock explained the formation 
of the company. 
Clardy wished to know if the stock 
of the company would be held in the 
United States. 
Hitchcock 
replied that by 
the 
terms of the concession the stock 
must be ofl'ered in New York, Nica­ 
ragua, Costa Rica and Europe, but 
the incorporators who intended to se­ 
cure the majority of the stock weie 
Americans. 
Raynor believed that a provision to 
that "effect should be made in tl e 
bill, otherwise France, Great Britain 
or Germany might come into pos­ 
session of the canal, through a pur­ 
chase of the majority oi the stock. 
Clardy inquired if the incorpora­ 
tors would com-ent to the insertion of 
a clause absolutely providing for a 
letention of the controlling interest 
in the United States. 
After con-ulting with Judge Daly, 
Hitchcock announced that they were 
willing to accent such conditions. 
The House then adjourned.

3 . — The 
Treasurer to-day issued the following 
notice in regard to the issue of $1 and 
$2 t-ilver ceitificates: “The Treasurer 
of the United States will issue silver 
certificates of the denomination of $1 
and $2 in return for National bank 
notes, or for United States notes or 
silver certificates mutilated or unfit 
for circulation. These will only be 
received for redemption under the 
regulations now in force, as heretofore. 
The charges 
for transportation to 
Washington on National bank notes 
in 
sums 
or . multiples of $1000 
will be paid by the government. The 
charges on United State* notes and 
silver certificates forwarded for re 
demption or exchange will be deduct­ 
ed from tbe proceeds of the remit­ 
tances and the contract rates, unless 
prepaid, and the charges of returns in 
new silver certificates are to be paid 
by the consignee at government con­ 
tract rateB.” A copy of this notice 
will be mailed to every bank and 
banker in the United 8tates with a 
view to meeting the demand for these 
small notes. 


CUSTOMS CHARGES. 


Treasury Circular Providing for 
Sugar Drawback Hate* 
W ashington, February 3. — The 
Secretary of the Treasury to-day is­ 
sued a circular to customs officers pro­ 
viding that tbe ra*e of drawback 
provisionally established by circular 
of September 28, 1888, on all refined 
loaf-cut, loaf crushed, granulated and 
powdered sugar stove-dried or dried 
by other equally effective process, 
viz.: 2 60-100 cents per pound less 
legal retention of 1 per cent, is hereby 
declared permanent. 
This question 
has been pending before the depart­ 
ment for many months.

DRAWING TO A CLONE.

S a n t a R o s a , February 3.—The at­ 
torneys in the Morrow trial were ex­ 
ceedingly expeditious to-day. 
The 
prosecution rested the case during the 
early part of the morning session and 
the defense rested until 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon. An adjournment was 
then taken until 7:30 p . m . , to give 
Judge Edmunds and M. Troop, wit­ 
nesses for the prosecution, an oppor­ 
tunity to arrive from Sau Francisco. 
No lengthy arguments occurred to in­ 
terrupt the progress of the examina­ 
tion 
A ruling of the court in the 
afternoon was considered unfavorable 
to the defense. An objection to a 
question asked A. K. Stevens, secre­ 
tary of the Sutter street road, as to 
whether McCord’s severance from the 
employ of the company had been vol­ 
untary or compulsory was sustained. 
The defense excepted, and wished to 
be noted in exceptance so that they 
might prove that McCord had been 
discharged, and manifested a vindic­ 
tive spirit towards the defendant in 
pursuance of which he had preferred 
a charge of embracery against him 
before the Grand Jury. They wanted 
to adduce such testimony in refuta­ 
tion of the motive wh ch the prosecu­ 
tion tried to establish, showing that 
an intimacy existed between McCord 
and defendant. 
F. P. Swett and J. Clark testified to 
Juror Wood’s cull at McCord’s office, 
also that McCord ordered him from 
the premises with the remark that 
“ he was not in that business.” Both 
witnesses were subjected to a severe 
cross-examination by prosecution. 
Adam Grant, of the firm of Murphy, 
Grant AC., was also examined, but 
his testimony did not differ from that 
of the other directors of the Geary 
street road. 
Judge Edmunds arrived on the even­ 
ing tia n, but did not testify, as the 
prosecution learned that he did not 
possess the information supposed. 
The court adjourned at 8 o’clock until 
to-morrow morning, with the under­ 
standing that the arguments should 
occupy but four hours.

more scoured a pound, according to 
Írade, than a corresponding grade of 
'ee foreign would cost the American 
manufacturer.

wools similarly cost the grower from 
1 to 3 cents more scoured than foreign 
imported wool would cost the man­ 
ufacturer.

RIOTING STRIKERS. 


Disturbance at the Penn­ 
sylvania Coal-Fields. 


NON-UNION MINERS ATTACKED. 


The Police Come to Their Assis­ 
tance and a Bloody Fray 
Ensues.

S h e n a n d o a h , Pa., February 3.— 
When the non-union miners left their 
wo k at Shenandoah City and went to 
the Shenandoah colleries at 5 o’clock 
this evening, a lot of strikers, Poland- 
ers, attacked them with stones. Six 
coal and iron police went to their as­ 
sistance, seized one of the strikers and 
were taking him away when the Po* 
landers rescued him and handled the 
officers roughly. The lalter broke away 
and ftarted for tbe city followed by 
strikers who now numbered about two 
thousand, attacking all those coming 
from the mines. The police returned 
and a sharp fight ensued. Two pris­ 
oners were captured; one was taken to 
Squire Shoemaker’s but the other was 
rescued. The police 


KIBED INTO TH E CROWD 
And Mike Heffron received a ball in 
the mouth, John Cather was shot in 
th earm .au d a Polander behind the 
ear. Two policemen were arrested 
bv Borrough’s officers for firing, and 
were taken before Squire Monahan, 
where a Polander swore out a war­ 
rant charging them with assault with 
intent to kill. On advice of Captain 
Christian, they pleaded guilty, and 
are awaiting committal to the Potts- 
v lie jail. The offices of the two mag­ 
istrates are surrounded by a mob eager 
lo lynch the officers. The town is 
wild 
with . excitement 
and 
the 
men mad with passi m and drink. 
The whole of the coal and iron police 
and Pinkerton men will be massed 
here to-morrow. Three of the fire 
companies of the town were sworn in 
by the sheriff to-night as a posse; 
Borrough’s police is also swearing in 
special officers. There was another 
shooting to-night, but the man was 
not injured. His assailant has been 
arrested. 


.A .B O L D H H I T I 8 H E B ' 
He Defies the Virginia Authori­ 
ties and Escape*. 
N orfolk, Va ., February 3.—Rey­ 
nold Bros, commission ahippers yes­ 
terday filed a libel suit and applied to 
Judge Hughes of the United States 
district court to have the British 
steamship North Erin bound to Liv­ 
erpool attached, the captain having 
refused to sign drafts $or disburse­ 
ments amounting to $160,000. 
An 
U. S. Marshal was dispatched, en­ 
gaged a tug 
and intercepted the 
steamer yesterday evening. 
When 
lie attempted to board her the captain 
ordered the men not to allow him. 
Two attempts failed and at the third 
when a ladder had been placed 
against the vessel’s side and the Mar­ 
shal was amending he was thrown off 
and he fell into the tug. The steamer 
then proceeded on her way taking 
with her one of the Virginia pilots 
who was on board.

S e a t t l e , W . T., February 3 .—Two 
mills at Port Blakely, the port on 
the opposite 6ide of Puget Sound from 
Seattle, and which were the largest of 
this part of the country, took fire 
about 8 o’clock this morning and by 


1 1 :3 0 were burnt to ashes. The fire 
started from a liot-box where the 
wind from the belts caught and fanned 
the blaze the whole length of the 
mill, so that the workmen had barely 
tiuio to get out before the mill was en­ 
veloped in flumes. From the start 
there was no chance of stopping the 
fire. All the out-huildings were saved, 
owing to the wind being favorable. 
About 2 3 0 men are thrown out of em­ 
ployment. 
The estimated loss is 
$ 2 5 0 ,0 0 0 , and there is no insurance. 
The company will rebuild two mills, 
one in place of the old one, and an­ 
other somewhere else.

We sincerly sympathize 
with our friends in Sacramento Valley 
in the great distress this hyperborean 
season must have brought to them : 
S a c r a m e n t o , Junuary 29,1888. 
» * * There ia a great deal of suffering 
in this section, principally measles, scarlet 
fever and pneumonia. We have been busy 
trying to put in our crop, but not with 
i 
ci.wr. ihr> lust storm we 
marked success. Since the last storm we 
have not been able to plow, for the ground 
ha. been frozen m. hard it was impossible 
to run the share through It. _ lee fro*® 
»ugh to hold up a horse on it. Last night 
s the first, night without fiost for the last 
ten davs. 1 rather fear that the bottom has 
been knocked out of this l»elt as the natural 
home of the orange by the Arctic winter we 
are going through.

While on this subject, we might 
as well pay our respects to the 
MuDchausenisms of one J. C. Mixon, 
who has recently returned to St. 
Helena from Pasadena. This ingrate 
who came down here to tide over the 
winter, and who had steady employ­ 
ment at his trade at the rate of five 
dollars a day, pours out his grati­ 
tude in the St. Helena Star in the 
el.ape of denunciations of our 
section—of its climate, its pros­ 
pects and its 
cost of 
living; 
and then falls into a rhapsody 
of praise over his end of Napa \ alley, 
which he designates as “God’s coun­ 
try.” 
He complains that ice had 
formed here on several occasions, and 
that enow covered the mountains 
down to the edge of the valleys. 
He 
might 
have 
written 
this 
sort of rot with the thermometer at 
18 degrees, the point it reached in his 
‘‘God’s conntry.” This fellow is dis­ 
satisfied with everything he saw 
here at a compensation of five dol­ 
lars per day, and assumes the 
rfile of a prophet by predicting that 
our ephemeral prosperity will result in 
a crash ere long. Of course he knows 
it all. Words cost him nothing. While 
Prophet Mixon was turning his bile 
into printer’s ink, the people here 
were showing ths’ir faith in tho per- 
Inancy of the prosperity of the county 
in a way that speaks louder than 
words. During the very month which 
vomited our splenetic friend back into 
St. Helena the recorded sales of 
property here footed up over six 
and a half millions. 
Of course 
the men who thus backed their 
faith in Los Angeles arc fools, knd 
Mixon knows it all. It seems that 
our disgruntled friend had to put up 
with a 10x10 room while he was get­ 
ting his five dol'ars a day here, and 
to pay the enormous sum of $16 a 
month for it. Well, he may console 
himEelf where he is; for he can doubt­ 
less get ampler quarters in St. Helena 
for the same money, and much less 
money to pay it with. Whilst wp 
regret to lose Mixon we shall not hold 
it against St. Helena that she has 
taken him away from us. We shall 
try to survive the calamity. 


O u r W a te r Nj a H iii. 
Mr. Larnbie, City Engineer, has 
made a most sensible recommenda­ 
tion to the Council in reference 
to the water system. Years ago, 
when large greas of the municipality 
were devoted to horticulture, an or­ 
dinance very proper for the period 
was passed, locking to putting in a 
complete system of cement pipe to 
convey water to these districts lor ir­ 
rigation purposes. A contract was 
entered into in order to carry this law 
into effect, and since then a good 
deal of work 
has 
been done 
in the premises. In the mean­ 
time 
the 
change 
already 
go­ 
ing on increased at an ever- 
accelerating ratio. The population 
grew beyond all precedent and the 
cry for more residence lots went up 
loud and strong. The vineyards by 
the acre went down before the sur­ 
veyor’s gangs and the orange trees 
followed in the wake of the vines 
The horticultural portions of the 
pueblo have become thickly settled. 
There is no longer a demand for 
water for irrigation, but there is 
a great cry for this necessary 
adjunct of domestic life. Now the 
cement pipe will not do to carry 
water for domestic uses. It will not. 
bear the pressure. Mr. Lambie now 
recommends that a change be made 
in the programme so as to make the 
water system conform to the exigen­ 
cies of the new era. He would re­ 
place the cement pipes by iron of 


sufficient strength to bear the pressure 
suitable to a residence section 
of the city. The irrigation system 
has been at best a tax on the city’s 
finances. At the best of times it net­ 
ted a deficit to the municipality. The 
use of the water for domestic pur poses 
will be a far different proposition iu 
that respect. Should citizens be taxed 
no more than $1 per month for each 
family, there will be a net gain under 
this new rfgime. The matter comes 
up to-day before the finance com­ 
mittee of the Council having been re­ 
ferred back to this body at the last 
meeting of the municipal legislators. 
It is to be hoped that the question will 
receive an enlightened treatment at 
the hands of the committee. 


S e n a t o r M c K e n n a o n t h e T a r i f f . 
How different the whole tone and 
teuor of Senator McKenna’s discus­ 
sion of the tariff from that of Senator 
Sherman! 
The 
West Virginian 
Democrat rose to the plane of true 
statesmanship. There is not a word 
of appeal to any blind prejudice or 
twisted partisan bias. He addresses 
the reason of intelligent people, aud 
asks for a candid consideration of the 
question with regard to its bearings 
on the interests of the public in gen­ 
eral. In the views of the Democratic 
Senator there is not a syllable to 
justify 
the 
oft-repeated 
and 
mendacious * charges 
made 
by 
the other side of 
the 
House, 
aud meant to deceive the people into 
tho delusion that tho proposi ion to 
reduce the revenue by means of 
tariff revision is synonymous with 
Free Trade. Senator McKenna says 
all that is aimed at is to make the re­ 
ceipts at the Treasury conform to the 
needs of an honest and economic ad­ 
ministration of the Government. He 
accepts it as an axiom that no Gov­ 
ernment is justified in imposing on 
the people a burthen of tax­ 
ation 
in 
any 
form 
greater 
than is requisite for its adminis. 
tration. He thinks both internal and 
import taxes should be modified so as 
to stop the heaping up of surplus reve­ 
nue beyond the just needs of the Gov­ 
ernment. He would not remove the 
tax totally from tobacco while leav­ 
ing that on wool, salt, lumber and 
coal in full force. Nor would any 
broad-minded statesman, with the 
best interests of the people held 
patriotically in view, come before 
au 
intelligent constituency with 
any such proposition. The weak­ 
est 
sort of demagogy together 
with a subservient interest in the 
purse-proud and heartless monopolies 
built up during the term of Republican 
sw.iy are the only promptings which 
would suggest such an idea. One has 
but to consider calmly the relative 
importance of the solacing pi pe and of 
the life-preserving shirt or blanket, 
or that of the protecting shingle on 
the roof, or indispensable coal beneath 
the dinner pot, to decide on this point- 
Senator Sherman took the floor 
with his proverbial phlegm, his cold 
disragard for facts, his low appeal to 
ignorance, and made a characteristic 
attempt at self-defense. Partisan pol­ 
itics crop out in his every word as the 
key-note of his utterances. He starts 
out with a falsehood as to the attitude 
of the Democratic party on this ques­ 
tion of tariff revision. He claims there 
reason for his change of face 
on the internal revenue proposi­ 
tion. 
But 
it 
is not a good 
one, and he did not give his 
tue reason. The reason is that 
something must lie done in the way 
of tariff reform. The people are be­ 
coming better informed in this mat­ 
ter, and there is a popular demand 
that the surplus be cut off. Bankers, 
merchants, men in all branches of 
business feel the check the withdrawal 
and locking up of $10,000,000 per 
month puts to legitimate enterprises. 
The only way to meet this demand of 
the people and at the same time save 
the interest of the big monopolies, 
is to do away with a part or all of the 
internal duties. 
These are levied 
only on tobacco and spirits. Free 
whiskey and free cigarettes are pre­ 
ferred by Senator Sherman and his 
like, before any proposition which 
threatens the monopolies which scale 
down the poor man’s wages with 
religious regularity and pocket all 
the profits of the high protective tariff 
xcepting a liberal check made out 
each election to secure the monopo­ 
listic Republican party in power. 
That is the true inwardness of Mr. 
Sherman's interest in the tobacco 
growers of Kentucky. 
The people 
are getting to know Mr. Sherman and 
his sort pretty well.

The Board of Health met in regular 
session in the Mayor's offic* at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, Mayor 
Workman, President of the Council 
Humphreys, Messrs. Hanley and 
Gibbs and Dr. Hagan being present. 
The proceedings of the previous 
session were read and approved, and 
Dr. llagan reported that the man 
named John Freeman, who had been 
reported to the Board us having con* 
tracted the smallpox in San Francisco, 
and who had since resided at No. 58!) 
East First street, had been removed to 
the vest-house, and the usual precau­ 
tions taken in in the way of vaccina­ 
tion, fumigation, etc., to prevent the 
spread of the disease. There were no 
new cases to report, and two of the 
fou patients at the pest-house were 
convalescent, hut were still kept out 
there as a precautionary measure. 
Dr. Hagan stated that he under­ 
stood the Health Officer had been 
harshly criticised on account of the 
death of the little colored girl at the 
pest house, and he would like to ex­ 
plain to the board that there was not 
the least foundation in fact for the 
charges. When the mother and child 
were discovered to lie sick with the 
smallpox they were living in a tene­ 
ment house where several other par­ 
ties had to use the same closets, water, 
etc., and that it was deemed more 
advisable to move the sick people 
than to turn the whole of the rest of 
the inmates out of the house. When 
they were removed to the pest house 
everything jmssible was done to make 
them comfortable and tho Health 
Officer himself attended to the re­ 
moval. The doctor added: “ I could 
not have taken greater precautions 
had the child been my own, although 
J knew at the time it would be impos­ 
sible to save the little one.” 
Mayor Workman asked Dr. Hagan 
how tlie condition of affairs were this 
year in relation to the disease as com­ 
pared with the samo timo last year, 
j)r. Hagan said that last year, in the 
first two months of the existence of 
the disease, there had been 100 cases 
reported. This year there were but 
ten cm the books, and no other cases 
were in existence in the city, lie was 
of opinion that the prompt measures 
taken this year had prevented the 
spread of the disease, and that there 
was nothing to fear as long as the 
cases from other places were taken to 
the penthouse as soon as they arrived. 
The hill of Cauklu and Hass, archi­ 
tects, for plans for a new city hospital 
was laid on tho table on motion oi 
Mr. Humphreys. Tho reason ior this 
was that the firm had been asked to 
make plans for a ;Gj00 building, 
hut that when the bids were opened 
it was found that the lowest hid 
amounted to $13,700. The salary of 
Inspector Me ' voy was raised to $100 
per month. The matter of drawing 
up the contract for the erection of a 
new hospital was laid over one week 
to enable the board to inspect plans 
for a jiortable hospital. Mayor Work­ 
man was instructed to make an ar­ 
rangement with a fertilizer company 
for the disposition of the dead animals 
of the citv. The chief of police was 
requested to keep watch of tho dead 
horses and catch the owners when 
possible, and make them take care of 
their horses. H. \V. Patton, Secre­ 
tary of the Board, tendered his res­ 
ignation. It was accepted with regret 
and a vote of thanks was tendered 
him for his efficient and faithful ser­ 
vices. 
Adjourned until Monday afternoon 
when the election of health officer 
will be the special business.

The trial of the Rose case was re­ 
sumed yesterday at 10 a. m., before 
Judge Cheney by the introduction 
of an officer who testified to having 
seen the defendant on the afternoon 
of the eighth of November, the day 
on which the crime was alleged to 
have been committed.

She then 
wanted to know of me if 1 could tell 
fortunes. 
1 told her, “No, mum.” 
She then tpok my hand, and in look­ 
ing at it fell over on ine, pushing me 
down on the trunk. 1 said, “ No. 
mum, I’m going to get married.” She 
wanted to know what I wanted to get 
married for. I said, “Oh, 1 am at 
work down here and want a wife.” 
1 got up and went away right oil’. At 
2 o’clock that afternoon I went down 
town and got four bits’ worth 
of whisky. 
On my road back 
I passed the tent. 
Mrs. Specht 
was standing at tho door and asked 
mo to come in. 1 went in, and she 
was sitting on the bed sowing. 1 sat 
on the bed, too, and afterwards laid 
down. We drank the whisky and 
were giggling aud laughing when the 
Chinaman came to the door. She 
then seemed excited, and called, 
“John, come hero and help me.” 
She told me her husband teased her 
about some Chinamen friends visiting 
her.The cross-examination brought out 
a number of contradictions. 
Tho 
case was given to the jury late in the 
evening, and under4 instructions they 
were allowed to disband to return 
into Court Monday, February 0th.

The term C atarrh 1b applied to a peculiar disorder of th e nostrils and adjacent parta 
w hich prevails to an alarm ing extent, and íh productive of very serious consequences. 
The m ost prom inent and characteristic feature is a m orbid discharge from th e head, 
varying in its n atu re at different tim es. 
In some there is au alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid fluid, b u t oftener an offen­ 
sive, puruleni or m uco-purulent, greenish ellow m atter Is secreted. whi< h accum ulates 
in the nostrils or drops into the throat, necessitating its freq u en t rem oval by blowing 
th e nose or expect ration, and often by botu processes. Sometim es p atien ts feel as 
though their whole head was in a state of rottenness, so great Is th e am ount of m atter 
discharged and so fretid is its odor. 'I he patien t is greatly annoyed by th e co n stan t drop­ 
ping into the th ro at of the m orbid m atter from th e head, a n d a s a recum bent position 
naturally favors the flow dow nw ard, his rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Mauy sufferers are obliged to lie w ith tb e bead very m uch elevated iu order to sleep with 
some degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid aud offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
palate, in th e passage between th e throat and head, adheriug to ih e p arts w ith gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness in th e affected locality, which gives rise to a constant au d alm ost irresistible 
deBire to relieve the discom fort by draw ing th e m ucus into th e th ro at so as to reject it by 
th e m outh. ThiB practice, popu arly know n as "h aw k in g ," is characteristic of C atarrh, 
and proves as em barrassing t th e one affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and deposits Itself on th e m em brane in the 
shape of dry. hard concretions, w hich are discharged by th e way of th e nostrils or th ro at 
iu lum ps or fragm ents of a deep greeu tint. 
In some cases these in cru statio n s accum u­ 
late to such au extent as to form a regular plug in the nose, w hich obstructs breathing 
and produces serious discom fort. 
8o firmly do these incrustations adhere to the poiut 
of attachm ent th at their removal usually requires th e most violent efforts and not un- 
frequently they have to be torn from the m em braue. O ccasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled on w hich ttaeru are generally traces of blood, b u t iu som e cases th e 
cast presents a tubular appearance, being of ex act shape of th e na>.al cavity. This con­ 
dition is indicative of ulceration, w hich, in lim e, m ay destroy th e bony stru ctn r of th e 
nose and produce a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et with iu w hich a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m em bram e of the nasal cavities aud then putrefies, giving rise to a stench w hich is 
really overpow ering, and sufficiently fetid to poison tn c atm osphere of a w hole room, 
aud there are others In w hich all secretions of th e m em brane are suspended, causing an 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, and feverishuess in the head and nose—a condition 
popularly known hb "D ry C atarrh." 
The disease spicdily extends to th e sir cavities of th e bones of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distr. ssiug sensation of heavy w eight or com pression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above and between the eyes, and to a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, heat. Irritation, soreness or pain iu the nostrils te a r ih e root of th e nose, as w ell as 
in the upper part of th e throat, above and behind the soft palate. Som etim es th ere ii 
pain obstinately fixed in some particular part, as in the tem p os, on th e top of tbe bead, 
at th e back of the neck, or behind the orbits, aud, occasionally, pain m anifests itself in 
th e face of so severe a character that it is fn q u e n tly m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is alw ays tainted an d at tim es assum es an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In some cases it becom es so revoltingly offensive as to render tb e sufferer an 
object of disgUBt to him self as w ell as to others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and congested, ceasing the noBO to be stopped up, 
som etim es on one side, s< m e tim es on the other, and often oi> both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stuffy «• usation in the head, and occasionally to violent and prolonged par- 
uxysm s ol sneezing. 
The voice is weak, iu d istin ct aud husky, or of a nasal character, displaying a sort o 
sniffling quality. O ftentim es there is a coutin uous hoarsehess aud discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation in the th ro at, and frequent attem pts to clear th e parts of 
phlegm , producing th e sound "hem ” m ore or les s forcibly. In som e cases p atien ts com 
plain of an uncom fortable feeling of fullness, or a choky sensation In th e tnront, and in 
others of a disire-sing aud alm ost coustant dryness, for th e tem porary relief of which 
they have to swallow frequently 
Others again speak of a constant b aa or nauseous taste 
in th e m outh and tbroHt. 
Tbe stom ach generally suffers more or less an d becom es weak an d irritable: th e appe­ 
tite is capricious and nearly always bad in th e m orning. The patient 1b languid, unable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility, is nervous, depressed iu 
Hpirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id, agitated, aud inclined to drow siness aud sleep; th e m em ­ 
ory weakened and pei m aucnt im pairm ent serioiiBlv threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soou becomes m orbidly sensitive to unfavorable influences, 
and, in spite of th e utm ost care, becomes affected from the slightest causes, so th a t at last 
a breath of w ind upon th e liniug of tbe nose or throat becom es productive of a cold, and 
gives riseto serious disturbances of tb e resj-iratory organs. Thus the p atien t is subject 
to frequent a d repeated colds, each a tack aggravating th e disease by giving it a new 
Ij1'p u lse,au d involving a larger ex ten t of surface th an its predecessor. 
In this m an n er 
th e difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading th e throat larynx, trac h ea and 
bronchial tui.es, u u til, encroaching furth er >iud further, it reaches th e finer ram ifications 
of the bronchi, wheu but a slight im pulse is required to send it to th e lungs. C atarrh 
m ay, and often does, afl’ect other organs in the body, especially those co n tain in g u mu- 
ecus m em brane, such as the Stom ach, Bowels, Kidneys, Ac. 
Thus cstftrth becom es th e startin g point of consum ption developm ent, th e 
disease 
be ng eventually transm itted to the iuugs, both by nervous connection aud c o n tin u ity of 
gurfacc.
